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FCC  WRC-03 
amateur  rule  changes 


Several  FCC  Part  97  Amateur  Radio 
rule  revisions  to  implement  changes 
agreed  to  at  the  international  level  during 
World  Radiocommunication  Conference 
2003  (WRC-03)  now  are  in  effect.  The 
FCC  Order,  released  in  January,  affects 
97. 1 1 1 ,  Authorized  transmissions;  97. 1 1 3, 
Prohibited  transmissions;  97.115,  Third 
party  communications,  and  97.117,  Inter¬ 
national  communications.  The  Federal 
Register  published  the  changes  May  3. 

’’These  amendments  will  ensure  that 
the  Commission’s  Amateur  Radio  Service 
rules  conform  to  Article  25  of  the  interna¬ 
tional  Radio  Regulations  adopted  at  the 
2003  World  Radiocommunication  Confer¬ 
ence,  and  will  further  the  Commission’s 
ongoing  efforts  to  streamline  its  Amateur 
Service  Rules,”  the  FCC  Order  said.  ’’The 
overall  effect  of  this  action  is  to  update  the 
Part  97  Amateur  Radio  Service  rules  in  the 
Code  of  Federal  Regulations  to  conform  to 
now-effective  international  agreements.” 

The  FCC  Order  revises: 

*  97.111(a)(1)  to  permit 

’’transmissions  necessary  to  exchange  mes¬ 
sages  with  other  stations  in  the  Amateur 
Service,  except  those  in  any  country 


whose  administration  has  notified  the  ITU 
that  it  objects  to  such  communications. 
The  FCC  will  issue  public  notices  of  cur¬ 
rent  arrangements  for  international  com¬ 
munications."  The  old  language  permitted 
communication  among  amateur  stations  in 
different  countries  "except  those  in  any 
country  whose  administration  has  given 
notice  that  it  objects  to  such  communica¬ 
tions."  The  FCC  said  the  change  does  not 
prejudice  its  proposal  to  amend  97.111(a) 
(2)  to  clarify  that  amateur  stations  may,  at 
all  times  and  on  all  authorized  channels, 
transmit  communications  necessary  to 
meet  essential  needs  and  to  facilitate  relief 
actions. 

*  97.115(a)(2)  to  facilitate  the  trans¬ 
mission  of  international  communications 
on  behalf  of  third  parties  in  emergency  or 
disaster-relief  situations,  whether  or  not  a 
third-party  agreement  is  in  place  between 
the  US  and  the  countries  involved.  The 
revision  now  permits  communication  with 
any  non-US  station  "when  transmitting 
emergency  or  disaster  relief  communica¬ 
tions"  as  well  as  with  any  non-US  station 
"whose  administration  has  made  arrange¬ 
ments  with  the  United  States  to  allow  ama¬ 
teur  stations  to  be  used  for  transmitting

Subject:  Wisconsin  BPF  update

Until  most  recently,  Wisconsin  has 
been  Broadband  Over  Powerline  (BPF) 
free.  That  is  still  true  except  for  Washing¬ 
ton  Island.  At  Washington  Island,  there 
exists  a  small  electric  power  co-op  that, 
like  all  rural  electric  cooperatives,  is  regu¬ 
lated  by  the  federal  government  and  not  by 
the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Wis¬ 
consin.  They  were  approached  by  a  BPF 
company,  IBEC,  to  install  a  system  over 
their  network  to  provide  high  speed  Inter¬ 
net  for  their  customers.  This  has  raised  the 
concern  of  one  Amateur  who  runs  a  B&B 
hotel  catering  to  Amateur  operators  who 
desire  a  peaceful  vacation  and  the  use  of 
nice  operating  stations  in  a  low  noise  RF 


environment.  He  asked  for  ARRF  help. 

Enter  Ed  Hare,  at  ARRF,  stage  right. 
Ed  loaned  some  special  test  equipment  to 
take  meaningful  background  measure¬ 
ments  before  BPF  is  installed  on  the  is¬ 
land.  Data  was  taken  at  two  Amateur  sites 
on  Washington  Island,  at  least.  We  now 
have  baseline  background  data  to  deter¬ 
mine  if  BPF  will  be  problem  in  Washing¬ 
ton  Island.  This  is  the  first  step. 

What  constitutes  harmful  interfer¬ 
ence  to  us?  For  that,  and  more,  I  highly

FAQ  #  54  What  are  some  of  the  little  things  that 
make  sending  traffic  easier?  (1)  Preview  the  mes¬ 
sage.  Know  what  you’re  going  to  send  before  you 
start.  Decide  what  you  will  have  to  spell  or  identify 
in  the  preamble,  address,  text,  or  signature.  (2)  Pac¬ 
ing.  Send  at  the  speed  the  receiver  can  copy.  Even  if 
you’re  in  a  hurry,  clear  speaking  and  careful  sending 
saves  time  by  eliminating  repeats.  Think  in  terms  of 
the  receiving  operator.  Getting  the  message  through 
accurately  is  what  we  do.  (3)  Practice.  Even  if 
you’re  sending  a  simple  report,  use  the  full  radio¬ 
gram  form.  Say  your  call  instead  of  “my  station”  and 
the  date  instead  of  “today.”  Don’t  forget  the 
“break”  (BT)  before  the  text  and  the  one  before  the 
signature.  Using  the  full  form  makes  us  all  more 
familiar  with  it,  makes  it  second  nature,  so  that  when 
we’re  copying  under  stress  we’ll  do  it  as  a  reflex. 
Participation  in  our  section  nets  will  familiarize  you 
with  voices,  rates  of  speech,  fists,  and  the  copying 
speed  of  various  operators  even  under  poor  condi¬ 
tions.

FAQ  #55  Why  not  just  listen  to  the  section  nets? 
Why  check  in?  Thanks  to  the  lady  in  the  balcony  for 
that  question.  We  encourage  actually  checking  in  to 
the  nets  for  a  number  of  good  reasons.  (1)  It  tests 
your  equipment  on  a  regular  basis.  When  some¬ 
thing’s  wrong,  it’s  noticed.  When  you  need  it,  it’s 
more  likely  to  work  well.  (2)  The  best  way  to  learn  is 
by  doing.  Following  the  NCS’s  directions  becomes 
automatic.  You  won’t  have  to  learn  the  protocol  un¬ 
der  more  stressful  conditions.  (3)  Band  conditions 
provide  good  training.  Bad  skip,  static  crashes,  inter¬ 
ference,  can  be  a  challenge.  Working  together,  sta¬ 
tions  on  a  net  can  overcome  these  problems.  That 
cooperation  is  valuable.  (4)  Hearing  other  stations 
regularly  can  familiarize  you  with  their  voice  pat¬ 
terns,  fists,  or  operating  techniques.  (5)  When  you 
check  in,  the  NCS  knows  there’s  an  outlet  to  your 
city.  That  will  make  routing  traffic  more  efficient. 

Make  your  presence  known.  Check  in  and 
add  your  comments,  if  you’re  asked.  It’s  a  great  way 
to  train  and  an  even  better  way  to  make  friends.

I  like  to  play  these  games  in  a  certain 
order.  However,  by  default,  Windows 
sorts  them  left  to  right  and  top  to  bottom, 
based  upon  their  names.  BAckgamn  be¬ 
fore  BLoobs  before  BOard  Games  and  so 


Now,  these  are  all  shortcuts  to  game 
programs,  so  it  is  a  simple  matter  to  right- 
click  and  rename  them  in  a  way  that  will 
keep  them  in  any  order  I  please.  Simply 
precede  each  shortcut  with  a  number. 
Now,  when  the  GAMES  folder  is  opened, 
the  shortcuts  are  sorted  based  not  on  the 
name,  but  rather  on  the  number.  Take  a 
look  at  the  sorted  shortcuts  below,  now 
sorted  in  the  order  that  I  prefer  to  play 
them.  Note  that  I  had  11  icons  to  deal 
with,  so  after  8,  I  used  90,  91  and  92  to 
create  the  sort  order  I  wanted.  Windows  is 
foiled  and  the  human  wins!  Another  tip 
that  may  be  even  more  useful  to  you:  This 
ploy  also  works  with  sorting  names  in  your 
cell  phone!  Now  you  can  sort  your  con¬ 


Now  let  me  switch  gears,  and  put  in  a 
plug  for  some  training.  Are  you  sure  you 
know  what  to  do  (for  yourself  and  your 
own  family)  if  a  disaster  strikes  your  area? 
A  tornado?  A  flood?  A  nearby  Hazardous 
Materials  (HazMat)  spill?  Did  you  know 
you  can  significantly  reduce  the  danger  to 
yourself  and  your  family  by  taking  steps 
ahead  of  time  that  mitigate  the  danger? 
Did  you  know  there  is  a  free  training  pro¬ 
gram  available  that  will  outline  these  steps, 
as  well  as  provide  you  with  a  free  back¬ 
pack  containing  some  needed  supplies  and 
equipment  to  help  you  cope  with  disasters? 
Moreover,  the  training  program  teaches 
you  how  to  become  part  of  a  disaster  relief 
team  if  your  own  family  and  property  are 
OK  but  your  neighbors  or  co-workers  need 
help. 

What  do  you  need  to  invest?  Not 
one  penny  -  just  some  time.  Typically, 
these  training  programs  occupy  two  of 
your  days.  In  my  county,  we  hold  ‘em  on 
a  weekend,  a  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Just 
finished  a  weekend  training  14  persons  (I 
am  an  instructor  in  the  program).  What  is 
the  name  of  this  program?  CERT.  Com¬ 
munity  Emergency  Response  Team. 

Here  is  the  logic.  Following  a  major 
disaster,  first  responders  (firefighters,  po¬ 
lice  officers,  emergency  medical  techni¬ 
cians,  HazMat  technicians)  are  not  going 
to  be  able  to  reach  all  the  folks  that  need 
their  help.  It  may  be  hours  or  even  days 
before  that  happens.  Witness  the  pande¬ 
monium  after  Hurricane  Katrina  down 


south.  The  CERT  program  is  aimed  at 
training  people  to  help  themselves  (and 
their  families,  neighbors  and  co-workers), 
until  the  professional  first  responders  can 
get  to  them.  You  learn  how  to  size-up  the 
situation,  how  to  turn  off  utilities  to  reduce 
danger  from  fire  or  electrical  shock,  how 
to  suppress  small  fires,  how  CERT  teams 
interact  with  ICS  (used  by  the  first  re¬ 
sponders  when  they  get  there),  life-saving 
first  aid  steps,  and  so  on.  Each  CERT 
course  includes  hands-on  experience  in 
extinguishing  small  fires,  triage  opera¬ 
tions,  search-and-rescue  operations  includ¬ 
ing  cribbing  techniques  to  lift  heavy  ob¬ 
jects,  and  so  on.  The  course  even  includes 
training  in  understanding  the  psychologi¬ 
cal  impact  of  a  disaster  on  yourself  and 
survivors. 

CERT  has  been  around  and  in  use  for 
over  20  years  in  some  parts  of  the  US,  but 
for  some  reason,  we  here  in  Wisconsin  are 
just  getting  started  in  it.  You  will  proba¬ 
bly  hear  more  about  it  in  your  own  area  of 
the  state,  but  if  you  don’t  soon,  call  your 
county  Emergency  Management  depart¬ 
ment  to  inquire  concerning  when  a  course 
will  be  held.  CERT  is  part  of  Homeland 
Security,  and  is  funded  through  Wisconsin 
Emergency  Management  and  down  to  the 
counties  within  Wisconsin. 

Hey,  thanks  for  letting  me  stray  from 
computer  topics,  and  thank  you  for  reading 
this.  Now,  find  out  about  CERT  in  your 
area.  At  the  very  least,  it  can  help  make 
you  and  your  family  safer. 


Here  is  a  hot  new  tool,  pointed  out  to 
me  by  Nels  Harvey,  WA9JOB:  Tired  of 
using  the  slow,  bloated  Adobe  Acrobat  to 
read  .pdf  files?  A  slick  new  reader  is 
available,  free.  Much  better  than  Adobe! 
It  needs  no  fancy  installation  (it  takes  up 
no  Registry  space,  and  if  you  ever  want  to 
dump  it,  you  just  erase  the  program).  It  is 
much,  much  smaller  than  Adobe,  and  it 
opens  instantly.  It  will  even  let  you  type 
on  the  opened  .pdf  document  (though  the 
free  version  will  put  “Edited  by  Foxit  ...” 
on  the  page  when  you  save  it).  Will 
open  .pdf  files  in  your  browser,  too,  just 
like  Adobe. 

Take  my  advice  and  replace  Adobe. 
Do  it  in  this  order:  1.  Uninstall  Adobe 
Acrobat  Reader,  whatever  version  you 
have.  2.  Download  the  free  Foxit  Reader 
from  foxitsoftware.com.  Run  it  and  make 
sure  that  under  Help,  it  is  set  to  the  default 
reader.  Then  make  sure  your  browser  has 
installed  it  as  the  default  .pdf  reader.  To 
do  this  in  Firefox,  click  Tools,  Options, 
Download  Actions  -  View  and  Edit  Ac¬ 
tions,  and  scroll  down  to  PDF.  Make  sure 
Foxit  is  listed  as  the  default  reader.  If  it  is 
not,  click  Change  Action  and  add  Foxit.  It 
is  worth  your  effort,  if  for  nothing  else,  to 
recover  five  or  six  megabytes  of  space  on 
your  hard  drive  (don’t  forget  to  defrag 
after  finishing).  It  is  really  great  when  a 
software  group  comes  up  with  a  slick  new 
program  and  makes  it  free  for  us  all. 
Thanks,  Nels,  for  the  tip!

international  communications  on  behalf 
of  third  parties."  The  revised  rule  further 
provides  that  no  station  may  transmit 
third-party  traffic  other  than  emergency 
or  disaster  relief  communications  to  a 
station  in  a  country  lacking  a  third-party 
arrangement.  Still  excepted  from  the  pro¬ 
hibition  is  any  third  party  eligible  to  be 
the  control  operator  of  an  amateur  station. 

*  97.113(a)(4)  to  prohibit  amateur 
stations  exchanging  messages  with  ama¬ 
teur  stations  in  other  countries  from  mak¬ 
ing  transmissions  that  are  encoded  for  the 
purpose  of  obscuring  their  meaning,  ex¬ 
cept  for  control  signals  exchanged  be¬ 


tween  Earth  command  stations  and  space 
stations  in  the  Amateur- Satellite  service, 
something  Part  97  already  provides  for. 
The  old  rule  referred  to  the  use  of  "codes 
and  ciphers."  The  same  rule  also  already 
prohibits  transmitting  music,  communica¬ 
tions  intended  to  facilitate  a  criminal  act, 
obscene  or  indecent  words  or  language 
and  false  or  deceptive  messages,  signals 
or  identification. 

*  97.117  to  state  that  amateur  sta¬ 
tions  may  transmit  communications  inci¬ 
dental  to  the  purposes  of  the  Amateur 
Service  and  to  remarks  of  a  personal 
character. 

The  FCC  also  revised  97.3  and

Their  guidelines  are  somewhat 
different  than  our  Wisconsin  PSC.  We 


have  someone  in  the  PSC  who  is  in  regu¬ 
lar  contact  with  Jim  Lackore,  AD9X, 
State  Government  Liaison.  If  BPL  at¬ 
tempts  to  sprout  up,  we  should  hear  about 
it  and  take  appropriate  action.  But,  as  in 
the  case  of  Washington  Island,  this  does 
not  mean  that  a  Rural  Electric  Co-op  can’t 
start  a  BPL  operation  without  PSC 
knowledge.  We  have  27  rural  electric  co¬ 
ops  in  Wisconsin.  You  can  help  us  by 
keeping  your  ear  to  the  rail  and  letting  us 
know  if  you  hear  of  any  BPL  operation 
coming  up.

When  the  National  Association  of  Broad¬ 
casters  (NAB)  and  the  Radio-Television  News 
Directors  Association  (RTNDA)  met  in  Las 
Vegas  for  their  annual  conventions  in  late  April, 
the  ARRL  was  well  represented.  ARRL  Presi¬ 
dent  Joel  Harrison,  W5ZN,  headed  the  League 
contingent.  Media  and  Public  Relations  Man¬ 
ager  Allen  Pitts,  W1AGP,  Pacific  Division  Di¬ 
rector  Bob  Vallio,  W6RGG,  and  Vice  Director 
Andy  Oppel,  N6AJO,  rounded  out  the  delega¬ 
tion.  The  presence  of  thousands  of  broadcasters 
offered  Pitts  an  ideal  opportunity  to  promote  the 


ARRL  "Hello  ...  -  Celebrating  100  Years  of 
Voice  over  Radio  Worldwide"  public  service 
announcements.  Pitts  gauged  success  on  the 
basis  of  what  he  *didn't*  end  up  taking  home. 

"I  carried  60  full  'Hello'  press  books  con¬ 
taining  news  releases,  information  and  PSAs  to 
the  NAB,"  Pitts  said.  "At  the  end  of  the  three 
days  only  one  was  left,  and  that  went  to  a  radio 
station  manager  I  met  in  the  airport  going 
home."  Pitts  reports  he's  been  hearing  from 
hams,  engineers  and  radio  station  managers  that 
the  PSAs  are  airing  on  cable  systems  and  radio 
stations.  In  addition,  of  the  4500  brochures  he 
took  to  the  convention,  he  had  but  300  left.

Charlie  Wooten,  NF4A,  was  honored  as 
Clear  Channel  Communications  "National  Engi¬ 
neer  of  the  Year,"  and  Heil  presented  him  with  a 
microphone  bearing  Wooten's  call  sign.  Pitts 
credits  Wooten  with  getting  the  "Hello"  cam¬ 
paign  PSAs  on  many  Clear  Channel  radio  sta¬ 
tions. 

Pitts  said  he  found  a  lot  of  interest  in  the 
"Hello"  campaign  among  those  attending  the 
broadcasters'  gatherings.  "But  it  takes  more  than 
just  passing  out  disks  to  make  it  on  the  air,"  he 
added.
